Whilst your bounty arrived in China, 
Leane Ara was distributing to the literary graduates of Canton the ~ 
last of his Scripture Tracts; and your aid, through Mr. Bridgman, came 
most opportunely.

LETTER FROM REV. CHARLES GUTZLAFF. 


» «I have long labored for China, and now that my strength declines, it 
affords me great joy, and causes much thanksgiving to God, that others 

entering into my labors to carry them forward, and by the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the might of the Holy Spirit, bring them 
to perfection. We have in this good work a communion of saints, a 
union of churches, and a fellowship of nations, striving together for the 
faith of the Gospel. In the midst of this joy it has given me some pain 
that there are still existing churches and ministers who will have no 
spiritual fellowship with us. But I trust that spirit which keeps asun- 
der the Lord’s people will soon cease. 

My son, Mr. John Morrison, has a press, which has printed in Chinese 
several Scripture Tracts, and a Tract of prayers and hymns. The 
prayers are those of the morning service of the English church, with 
some added by Leanc.Ara, and some hymns by myself and others. 
There are translations of the 100th Psalm, the first Psalm, and Cow- 
per’s 

“ Sweeter sounds than music knows 
“ Charm me in (the Savior’s) name,” &c. 


We are always, however, in China, liable to interruption from the 
heathen government; but at the London Society’s press in Malacca, 
the work can be carried on to any extent without fear of interruption. 

Mr. Gutzlaff’s several voyages up the coast of China have proved 
that Christian Tracts are received with the utmost avidity by the 
Chinese. And though some, peradventure, may be lost or destroyed, 
eee ey are extensively circulated and read cannot reasonably be 

oubted. : : 

I always cherish the hope, too, that Christian books and Tracts will, 
from the coast of China, find their way to Corea, to Japan, and the 
Loochoo Islands; as they do from Siam and the Straits to Cochin China. 

That the Lord’s blessing may rest upon your labors, and that every 
disciple who contributes to the evangelization of China may be abun- 
dantly blessed, is the sincere prayer of your fellow-servant in the king- 
dom and patience of our Lord Jesus Christ.

LETTER FROM REV. CHARLES GUTZLAFF, 
Dated Canton, November 10, 1833. 


My Dear Srr—I was highly gratified with the resolutions you had 
adopted in regard to this country. May the Most High bless your en- 
deavors most abundantly. 

As the Lord of hosts is opening doors, there will be millions of Tracts 
wanted. Of all missionary spheres, this is the largest. ‘The Lord has 
hitherto his work abundantly blessed, and his name be praised. 

Mr. Bridgman will make you acquainted with the resolution taken 
in regard to bestowing the sum you had the kindness to vote for this 
mission. Without wishing to obtrude my opinion, it is necessary to re- 
mark that the wants of China require peculiar Tracts—no transla- 
tions. We therefore humbly expect that our generous friends will aid 
us to attack the Chinese as Chinese, upon their own grounds, though I 
myself do not wish to prescribe rules to others. 

ith the help of an Almighty Savior I hope to issue a great many 
various Tracts, but | am loath to make translations of my own writings, 
otherwise I should have sent you one. : 


? *" 
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_My efforts in the last expedition during the summer months have 
been eminently blessed, and [ have scattered an immense number of 
Tracts in Fuh-keen Province. It is owing to the importunity of the 
people, (for they rush upon me as soon as they get sight of me, in order 
to obtain a Tract,) that | can carry but few Tracts into the interior. 

I hope your prayers will accompany me. The work is very great. 
Send warmhearted, zealous missionaries from your coasts, that they 
may carry the word of life to this ancient nation. We want some un- 
pe hate characters, who can brave, in the strength of the Lord, all 

angers. 

May the Lord bless your endeavors, to the glory of his holy name.

MEETING IN RICHMOND, VIRGINIA, IN BEHALF OF 
* THE TRACT CAUSE. 


On Monday evening, July 28, a public meeting was held at the First 
Presbyterian Church in this city, to consider and adopt measures to 
promote the circulation of the evangelical volumes and other publica- 
tions of the American Tract Socicty. The meeting was called by the 
Board of Managers of the Virginia Tract Society. The Rev. Mr. 
Woodbridge, of the Episcopal Church, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
was called to the chair, and Mr. J. C. Crane appointed Secretary. 
The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. William S. White. 

On motion, by Rev, O. Eastman, one of the Secretaries of the Ame- 
rican Tract Society, seconded by the Chair, the following resolution 
was adopted : : 


Resoiven, Thal this meeting render thanks to God for the abundant 
evidence he has given us that he will use the press in connection with 
Christian effort and prayer, for the conversion of the world, and thal we 
cordially approve of the efforts of the American Tract Society to extend 
their operations at home and abroad. Spee ae 

Mr. Eastman gave-a_ highly interesting view of the operations of 
the American Tract Society, and presented several distinct considera- 
tions showing that the influence of the press is one of high importance 
as a means of spreading the knowledge of Christ and converting the 
world. Christians probably have not appreciated the amount and im- 
portance of this influence. What would be the condition of our coun- 
try were the operations of the religious press to cease? What would 
be its prospects were it left wholly under the influence of the infidel 
and anti-christian press? Were the religious press silenced, how 
would the tide of iniquity and ungodliness sweep over the country! 
Could the church meet this current without the press? Would it not 
be difficult to perpetuate Christian institutions even in places where 
they have been already planted? 32: 

Mr. E. next proceeded to speak of the demand for this influence, of 
the numerous and urgent calls made on the American Tract Society 
from various stations in the heathen world. He presented several let- 


/ 
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ters recently received; one from the intrepid Gutzlaff, another from 
Dr. Morrison, a third from Leang Afa, and another from Mr. Swann, 
missionary in Siberia, all containing abundant evidence that wide and 
effectual doors are opened for the diffusion of Christian truth in the 
misnamed Celestial Empire, and in Russia, by means of the Press. 
The field in China is vast—it is immense. Hundreds of millions of 
Tracts will be needed to supply it. The subjects of that empire, con- 
stituting about one third of the world’s population, all read the same 
characters, and thousands in places visited by Mr. Gutzlaffare eager 
for Tracts. Atheism, idolatry, and Mohammedanism were planted 
and disseminated through that wide empire by means of the press. 
And shall it not be used to disseminate and diffuse the Gospel? In 
Russia too there is a great and increasing demand for Tracts. A few 
pious merchants from England and the United States have formed at 
St. Petersburg a Tract Society, and are zealously engaged in sending 
and circulating evangelical publications in different parts of the em- 

ire, thousands of miles'from St. Petersburg. In Burmah, too, Cey- 
ios: the Mahratta country, Western Asia, and the Sandwish Islands, 
there is an increasing demand for Tracts. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. E. exhibited a Chinese block, re- 
ceived from China, such as has been used for seven hundred years in 
that empire, but without a single step onward in the improvement of 
their mode of printing. From the characters on these blocks, the 
American Board of Foreign Missions have had metallic plates cast, 
which will greatly accelerate the work of preparing books for the 
Chinese. In closing his remarks, he stated or referred to several facts, 
affording abundant evidence that the truth read, as well as the truth 


- preached, is made the power of God to the salvation of men. 


Mr. Woodbridge sustained the resolution, In a short address to 
the meeting he referred to changes which have already been wit- 
nessed in the heathen world, in which science has been the powerful 
ally of the Gospel in exposing the delusions of an idolatrous priest- 
hood. Literature is the handmaid of religion—the diffusion of know- 
ledge will destroy the worn out systems of paganism, and the press is 
indispensable to spread among millions who may shortly be destitute 
of any religion, ready to imbibe infidelity, so palatable to the unsanc- 
tified heart every where,.the knowledge and blessed influences of 
Christianity. a iapamentssie 

The Rev. Mr. White, General Agent of the Virginia Tract Society, 
offered the following resolution, which was unanimously adopted : 


Resotvep, That this mecting rejoice in the wide field of usefulness 
which is opened before the Virginia Tract Society, and that we highly ap- 
prove of the resolution of the Board to place, with the least possible delay, - 
one or more of the bound volumes of the American Tract Society in every 
family in Virginia ; and also that we pledge to this object our patronage, 


‘our personal influence, and our prayers. 


In support of this resolution, Mr. W. presented at length his views 
of the importance of the work in which the society was about to en- 
gage. It was a conviction of duty and of its high importance which 
had broke him away from the church and people under his pastoral 
care—a beloved people who were ready to do abundantly for bis com- 
fort and for that of his family. Though his heart bled in sundering » 
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the ties which bound him to them—yet his judgment and his con- 
science approved the act. The results of the work in which he was 
about to engage, he trusted, would be the salvation of many. | Evan- 
gelical volumes, such as those which are to be circulated, liaye some 
advantages over the living ministry. They are more permanent. 
Ministers frequently stay but a short time in a place; these volumes 
will continue, if not destroyed, for acentury; and they will be always 
at hand, well prepared to preach to any who will hear. There .are 
fewer prejudices against them than against the living ministry. 

Mr. W. then related two or three incidents which had come under 
his own observation, illustrating the value of Tracts as a direct means 
in the conversion of sinners. One Tract given by him or a fellow-stu- 
dent, was the means of the conversion of a lady to whom it was 
sent. It was then sent to one and another of her friends, and was 
the instrument which God blessed to awaken them from the slumbers 
of spiritual death, and lead them to Christ. Three souls were thus 
led to Christ by a single Tract. GE Ao: 

Another instance: when making arrangement to engage in this 
cause, he called one evening to take leave of one of the Elders of his 
church. The Elder made some inquiries respecting the plan of this 
society. Mr. W. gave him some general views of it, and told him that 
they intended to place one or more of the bound volumes of the Tract 
Society in every family in the State. He named to him some of the 
works which are to be circulated—viz. the ‘* Pilgrim’s Progress,” the 
‘‘ Saints’ Rest,” “ Baxter’s Call to the Unconverted.”—As he men- 
tioned the last named—the Elder remarked with much emotion, his 
eyes filling with tears— That's the book !”—“‘ That’s the very book !”’ 
Mr. W. asked him to explain what he meant by this remark. He 
then stated that many years ago he was an irreligious and ungodly 
young man. While recovering from sickness, a Christian friend 
bought him Baxter’s Call. He took it up and began to read—before 
he had proceeded a dozen pages his attention was rivetted—a deep 
interest awakened; and by the time he had read it half way through, 
he was in great distress of mind on account of his sins. The ‘truth 
presented in that volume led him to renounce them, and to Jesus 
Christ for mercy and salvation. 

The Rey. Mr. Plumer offered™th 

Resotvep, That the meeling cordially approve of the effort of the 
Virginia Tract Society to raise this year at least eight thousand dollars ; 
and that_cards be now circulated in this meeting to obtain subscriptions 
to this cause, payable on or before the 1st day of November next. 


Mr. P. remarked that it is now time for the chureh to try every 
means which may save some, without damning others. _ It was about 
1800 years since the Lord Jesus Christ ascended to heaven,—and 
after such eflorts as the church had made in this time for the salvation 
of the world, about 750,000,000 were still in bondage to Satan, on 
their way to perdition, and but about 10,000,000 redeemed from sin, 
serving the Lord Jesus Christ. Surely it was time for the church to 
adopt every means of doing good, which will not do injury to the 
souls of men. This thought was presented ina strong lhight—and he 
proceeded to show that the volumes of the American Tract Society

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will never do harm—but will do good. The county of Dinwiddie had 
been supplied by the Tract Society of Petersburg. Six eases of con- 
version were known, which could be traced to the reading of these 
volumes asthe means, ‘The agent who distributed them came to a 
family (of whites) in which there was no one wlio could read. But 
he left the book as directed, and told the members of the family to get 
their neighbors to read it to them. ‘Two of them did so, and the book 
astonished them, as the Savior did the woman of Samaria at Sychar. 
It opened their hearts to receive the trath—it told them all things that 
ever they did —and led them to Christ for salvation. In the course of 
his able address, Mr. P. made several statements showing the great 
usefulness of these volumes, and the importance of placing some of 
them in every family in our state willing to receive them. : 

A subscription was opened, which at the close of the meeting 
amounted to about $600. Many of the friends of this cause were 
absent from the city and from the meeting, who it is hoped will in- 
crease the subscription to more than $1000. southern Rel. Telegraph.

LONDON RELIGIOUS TRACT SOCIETY. 


An abstract of the Thirty-Fifth Annual Report of this Society 
gives us a brief view of their extended and extending operations. 


eladiabeyand the Ganges. < 

Cuina.—Several communications have been received from Dr. 
Morrison and Leang-Afa. Theformer remarks: “Leang Afa, Agony, 
and myself, have been using our best efforts during the past year to 
inerease the nurhber of Tracts, and also to distribute them; but that 
work has been more extensively performed on the Eastern coast of 
China, by Mr. Gutzlaff. He was supplied with Bibles and Tracts 
from the Anglo-Chinese College. I have the testimony of several 
commercial men, as well as his own, that Christian Tracts and books 
are received with the utmost avidity.” 

Dr. Morrison has printed 6,000 sheet Tracts, chiefly selections © 
from Scripture, and several Tracts of larger size, which have been 
very extensively distributed. 

In Sram there has been a large circulation of Tracts, in Chinese and 
Siamese, which were printed at Singapore. The name of the Lord 
Jesus has become familiar to many people; their common inquiry is 
for “the books of the Lord Jesus.” 
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At Matacca, 8,000 Tracts and single Gospels have been printed in 
the year ending May, 1833. ‘The Committee have paid the Mission- 
aries £100, the grant made last year. 

The Christian Union at Batavia is in active operation. Lloyd’s 
“ Bible Catechism,” in Malay, has been published. The press has 
been actively employed in printing new Tracts, and in furnishing a 
large supply for circulation by Mr, Gutzlaffin China. 


Burmah., 


Mavutmren.—The most beneficial results have followed the circu- 
lation of Tracts in Burmah. One poor man went to the Missionaries 
and said, ‘‘ When I read this Tract, that had in it the words Eternity 
and Eternal God, I believed ; and I come to you to tell me more about 
these things.” It has.also been stated, ‘ that three of the Burman 
conyerts obtained permission to go into Siam to distribute ‘Tracts. 
They returned and reported that where they had distributed tens, 
thousands were wanted, and that a pressing cry was made for a liy- 
ing teacher.” 


India within the Ganges. 


The Societies in India continue to be in attive operation; and in- 
creased attention appears to be paid by the natives to the numerous 
publications which are circulated among them. Several most cheer- 
ing facts of conversion to God, through their instrumentality, have 
been reported to the Committee. 

The Rev, Charles Lacey, of Cuttack, one of the General Baptist 
Missionaries, states :—“ I have one instance in particular to notice, 
in which our Tracts have been most essentially useful, and which 
every one ought to know. About eight years ago a religious devotee 
of asmall village, about three miles from Cuttack, received our Tracts 
and the Gospels of ihe Evangelists. These he regularly caused to 
be read by his principal disciples, before the whole of those who had 
received him as their spiritual guide. By this means the Tracts and 
Gospels became well known and understood, and the light they dif 
fused in the minds of others soon operated unfavorably to the influ- 
ence of the devotee over their minds, and particularly when he direct- 

undebrahmins; from Which practices he had 


to us ; but such was the seclusion in which they lived, and such the 
watchful care of their caste and husbands, that we could have no pos- 
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sible communication with them. They remained in this state for up- 
wards of seven years. During this period several males came forwar 
and embraced the Gospel, who attended the devotee’s instructions 
with them, and each gave very encouraging accounts of the state of 
their minds, and excited our hopes respecting their change of heart 
and conversion to the truth, Their views were evangelical, and they 
said, ‘If Jesus Christ gave his life for us, shall we not venture our 
earthly all for him?’ The two women found frequent opportunities of 
sending us information some time before their baptism. About three 
months ago, they sent word that they wished to see some of the Chris- 
tian party, for the purposes of conversation on the subject of their 
experience and baptism, declaring they were ready to leave all for 
Christ, and begged we would consider their case. They were seen 
at a neighbor’s house, and, from the accounts I received, I felt en- 
couraged to hope well of their sincerity. Some days after this, at 
their own request, I appointed a day, if I should see it right, to bap- 
tize them. According to appointment, I arrived at a neighboring vil- 
lage, where the elder female was waiting to see us: as soon as she 
knew of our arrival she hastened home and brought her daughter, 
and arrived about twelve at noon. I and my colleague, and the rest 
of the Christian party, were not only satisfied, but delighted with their 
experience, and their readiness to lose aJl for the sake of the Gospel, 
should it be necessary. They were baptized the same day. After 
their baptism, their relations and caste renounced them as dead per- 
sons, and by an order of the magistrate, procured some few days af- 
terwards, stripped them of their goods, ornaments, clothes, and an 
infant, and rendered them perfectly destitute. A suit was commenced 
against us for enticing them away from their husbands and home; but 
the Court if Calcutta have decided in our favor. The females have 
now continued four months to walk consistently, and to sustain their 

‘loss with Christian patience and fortitude, and there is some hope that 
their husbands will, ere long, be reconciled tu them.” 

“Tn May last, about 20 families in a village renounced idolatry, and 
put themseives under Christian instruction, When they came to me, 
to ask for a catechist, | was surprised to find some of them pretty 
well acc eg aR ORE aH et declared that they had 
received the knowledge of it through t oks in-our schools. 

«In September, among others, there came a tall strongly-built man, 
from a village near the mountains, and laid a suit of devil’s devotees’ 
clothes, with their little bells around them, before me, and said, ‘I 
have hitherto served the devil; but 1 have got nothing but evil from 
it. I have heard of the Lord Jesus Christ ; him will I henceforth 
serve.’ In my conversation with him, | found that our little books had 
been the means of giving him that knowledge ; he gave me, indeed, 
correct and decided answers about himself, and I was glad that ano- 
ther soul was rescued from Satan’s oppression. He was lately here 
again, and seems to goon well. : 

“Lust month two Brahmins, from villages near the mountains, 
personally strangers to us, came and seriously said that they had 
come to hear the word of God. In a conversation I had with them, 
they declared that they had obtained the knowledge of it by the little 
books now scattered every where; their idolatry and other notions 
were by no means satisfactory tothem, and they greatly desired to 
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know thetruth. They sat down along with our Preparandi, and lis- 
tened with much attention to the instructions I gave them. They 
then took each a number of Tracts, with a Gospel, and departed.” ° 

The Rev. P. P. Schaffter mentions:—“ A young Roman Catholie 
who was employed as a catechist in a village near Tinnevelly, us 
often to visit me and to make inquiries on those points on which the 
Protestants and the Roman Catholics differ. Once he asked me for a 
book calculated to give him light on these subjects. I gave him the 
Tract ‘Andrew Dunn.’ Some days after he came to see me again, 
and told me he had read the Tract, and had come to the resolution of 
forsaking the Papist religion, convinced that there are in it many 
errors in which a Christian cannot persevere. I asked him if he had 
considered every thing well, and particularly the consequences of 
such a step. He told me he had, and that after all this he was resolv- 
ed to join the Protestant Church. Since then he has often visited 
me, and told me that he has given up his situation as a catechist, and 
attends our church in Tinnevelly.” 

The Rev. ©. Winckler, of Mayaveram, states:—‘ There have not 
been wanting instances which have come to our knowledge, that 
Tracts given away several years ago, by Mr. Barenbruck and some of 
our people, have produced a deep conviction of the truth of the Gos- 
pel, though they have been received rather with indifference in the 
beginning. An instance of this kind came to my knowledge at Tiroo- 
valore, where I went to visit our school, in July last. A man who had 
received some Tracts from the Rev. Mr. Barenbruck some years ago, 
gave me a most scriptural view of the way of redemption, and con- 
firmed what I said to other heathens. He told me that he had left 
off serving the idols, and now prays to the only true God, in faith of 
the Savior.” 

The Rev. John Smith, of Madras, states: —‘‘ I was favored with a 
donation of English Tracts some time ago by the Parent Society, 
more especiatly suited to Roman Catholics; and I have the pleasure 
to state that one instance has come under my observation in which 
that excellent Tract, entitled ‘ Andrew Dunn,’ was the means of lead- 
ing an individual to serious inquiry, and, I hope, real conversion, not 
only to Protestantism, but to a life of fai on of God.” 
The Rev. John Bilderbeckyof Madras, remarks :—“ When I was re- 
turning from the country, two men followed my palanquin nearly five 
miles, in order to obtain some Tracts. I asked them why they were 
so anxious to receive them? One assigned as a reason, that it was a 
printed book, and therefore he wished to possess it; but the other said, 
that he had received and read some of these publications before, and 
that they afforded him much profitable instruction, and therefore he 
wished to possess some more. I was, however, under the painful ne- 
cessity of denying them, for I gave away all that I had to the people in 
the different villages at the out-station, and sincerely regretted that I 

did not take a more liberal supply.” aba

Paris Religious Tract Society. The circulation of Tracts has great- 
ly increascd in France,

About thirty-one Religious Circulating Libraries have been granted 
to destitute districts. ‘The Library Sub-Committee have expended, 
during the year, £185 12s. 11d. but have only received £47 11s. 6d. 

- The new publications printed during the year amount to 146, and 
several new Societies have been formed in the same period. 

The total number of publications circulated in the year amounts to 
14,339,197 ; being an increase of 1,743,956 beyond the preceding year. 
The total circulation of Tracts, in about 75 languages, amounts to 
nearly 197 millions of religious publications,
